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SCATTERING OF AMMUNITION.

HE intimate friends of President McKinlcy, or 
those who pose in the position, are scattering 


their fire in relation to v specific memorial for him 
Immediately following his burial definite move- 
ments were announced for providing a monument 
at Canton and another at Washington, both to be 
erected by. private subscription. They were to be 
the liberal tribute of a prosperous and admiring 
people. Of these definite and not unreasonable 
propositions, one has been virtually abandoned be 
cause it wa-» apparent that both could not succeed 
and without such abandonment both wsre pretty 
certain to tail. It was not a question of the sur- 
vival of the finest, but of absolute extermination. 
It WP.S proposal to ask Congress to take the Wash- 
ington proposition, as another plan to take care of 
the annoying surplus. 


While this plan is being agitated, a bill is intro- 


duced in the House to have the anniversary of 
President McKinley a national holiday, the date 
being January agth. As is well known, it has been 
the policy of Congress to leave the matter of legal 
holidays for the individual States to determine 
themselves. The farthest it has gone is, to make 
provision for the District of Columbia, where its 
jurisdiction is exclusive. Were this practice to be 
changed even, it would be doubtful policy to pre 
sent such a measure while the others are pending 
for there are several arguments against such a holi 
day that should be considered, without any disre 
spect to the man or a failure to highly regard his 
estimable qualities. The Christmas holiday is the 
most general; New Year's, a week later, has been 
declared a holiday by most of the States—all but 
two or three, if we remember right, February aad, 
Washington's birthday, is a holiday in all 01" the 
States, with possibly one or tvvo exceptions. Be- 
ginning with Thanksgiving 
in November, this 


brings four general holidays, within three months. 
Within the same period ialN Lincoln's birthday, 
February 12. legally observed in many of the States, 
and Lee's birthday, some tiue in January, which is 
observed in a number of the Southern States. If 
another day were to be added to the four we have 
mentioned, should it not be Lincoln's birthday? 
The presence of that bill in Congress is likely to 
provoke earnest discussion, and to provoke a con- 
test at such a time makes the introduction of such a 
measure unfortunate, to say the least. The fitting 
special memorial to the lamented President, in the 
opinion of his most intimate friends, is the projected 
monument at Canton.

doned all efforts should be directed to its consum- 
mation, instead of a scattering oi ammunition. 
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OUR FIRST ANCESTORS.

Arizona, 
Nevada and other parts of the great basin. 


The editor of the Montpelier (Vt.) Argus, in 


substantiation of this belief or conjecture, says: 
Swch comparatively slight investigation as has been 
made shows that the people who inhabited that 
country, then fertile, cultivated and well watered, 
possessed ' a considerable degree of civilization. 
They had no knowledge of the burning of lime 
rock, but from a soil rich in peroxide of iron and 
infusorial shell* they made mm tar, even now almost 
as hard as cement where not exposed to the ele- 
ments. With no cutting tools save those made 
from igneous rock they dre-sed the hardest sand- 
stone, thousands of cubic yards of which may be 
found in a single ruin. 


For the support of this population which may 


have numbered millions, great areas of fertile land 
were required 
One of the moot convincing proofs 


that these people lived in ages long gone by is the 
evidence that a marked change in climatic condi- 
tions has occurred. 


It is plain that some great physical change, from 


seismic or volcanic causes perhaps from both, rend- 
ered the country no longer habitable, and they 
were dispersed. Where they went no one knows. 


Civilisation was put backward when they were 


scattered. The progress they had made seems to 
have been lost, for there is no place where it is seen 
to have continued from that point. What they bad 
learned had to be leared over again by others, un- 
less it w»y have **«n hauded down in tradition by 
the scattered remnants of this early race. 


Speculation on their fate it- a facinatiasj subject.

show much greater intelligence than other known 
early people, fully as much as the Indian of today. 
To study such records of them as has been preserv- 
ed in volcanic deposits and desert sands must be an 
absorbing pursuit.
